Internai Convulsions in the 1\irkish Empire 
The vail empire of the Oiton^ans, rxtmd- 
ing from the Black Sea to the Mediterranean 
and Arabian Gulf, from the Nile to the Da­ 
nube, before which, at the commencement of 
the paft century^ the capital of the Roman 
Empire and of Germany trembled,. had, in 
the year 1805 funk into iuch imbecility as to 
be incapable of tjuelling thofe jnfurre^liona 
and internal commotions which convulfed 
moft of its provinces.
